LOSS OF LIFE IN OKLAHOMA. 


District Several Miles Wide Devastated— 
Mach Damage In Payne County. 
Guthrie, O. T., Oct. 30.—A cyclone 
swept over a stretch of country about 
twenty miles east of here at 7:80 o’clock 
Wednesday night, devastating a dis­ 
trict several miles long and probably 
a hundred yards wide. 
The 
farm­ 
house of William Toby was first in 
the path of the storm. 
The building 
was destroyed and Toby was probably 
fatally injured. The other members of 
his family escaped. 
Half a mile further north the Mit­ 
chell postoffice and store was lifted 
bodily into the air, carried a hundred 
yards and dashed to the earth. 
The 
building was smashed into splinters, 
and postmaster M. L. Mullin and his 
wife, who lived in the building, were 
killed. They died clasped in each oth­ 
er’s arms. 
The Mullins came here 
from Rock Island, 111. 
R um ors are current here that the 
same storm did frightful damage fur­ 
ther northeast, in Payne county, and 
th at several persons were killed there, 
but particulars 
are not 
obtainable. 
There was a tremendous fall of rain 
here and considerable 
damage 
was 
done by washouts and the carrying off 
of crops. 
At Wewoka, I. T., the cyclone de­ 
stroyed Gov. Brown’s store, a

church and four other buildings. Sev­ 
eral persons were hurt, but none seri­ 
ously. 
At mine No. 12, near Krebs, 
it is reported five people were killed. 
In Lincoln county Mr. and Mrs. John 
McLaughlin have been found dead in 
the ruins of their home and Harrison 
Jones will die of his injuries.

DARLINGTON EDITOR PLEASED 
HIS AUDIENCE. 


W as Frequent!j Compelled to W alt 
For Applause to Subside—Center 
Is In Line For McKinley and Good 
Money—General News From AH 
Parts of the County. 
Orfordville, Oot. BO—One of the 
most enthusiastic politic ii meetings 
hold during this campaign, was the 
mid-day republican rally held in this 
Tillage on Monday afternoon.

The wage earner and the business 
man dependent upon his 
patronage 
should carefully consider before casting 
a vote next week, whether the legisla­ 
tion relative to silver is or is not the 
cause of the recent changes in labor 
conditions. A few days ago It was an­ 
nounced that a great mining company 
would throw on the scrap pile machin­ 
ery that had cost within the last few 
years over $3,000,000. The machinery 
was in good order, but new methods 
had come into existence that destroyed 
the usefulness of this vast amount of 
comparatively new machinery. It was 
cheaper to throw it away than to use 


it. ^Sliver demonetization had nothing 
to do with this. An expert in a recent 
Issue of an engineering paper told of 
the enormous sums that have been 
spent by two or three leading electric 
companies in developing this industry 
without any profit to the 6tockholders. 
An immense business was done, em­ 
ploying thousands of hands and mil­ 
lions of capital, but one improvement 
followed another so rapidly that the 
money was absorbed in machinery, 
good to-day, but valueless to-morrow. 
The truly magical changes wrought by 
revolutionizing processes that of recent 
years have come into existence so rap­ 
idly have created an enormous volume 
of business without adequate profit. 
The railroad has had to rela> its $160 
steel rails with $80 rails, and then with 
$40 rails, and then with $25 rails; that 
at least ought to have brought profit 
to rail-makers, one would think, but 
the rail-maker has had to re-equip his 
works so often, throw away costly ma­ 
chinery to bring in new processes, that 
his profits are wiped out in most cases 
by the losses on his plant. 
What Is 
true of the rail-maker is true of other 
manufacturers, and so the volume of 
employment for mechanics has been 
vastly increased at the expense of the 
manufacturers compelled to make so 
many changes. And thus through the 
whole range of human affairs this won­ 
derful era of inventions, this quarter 
of a century, unlike any other in the 
world’s history, is the wide-sweeping 
effect of its new processes, new meth­ 
ods, has bad the effect of causing a 
steady decline in value. If we are to 
find the real cause of the vast depre­ 
ciation in values, we must seek it here. 
Instead of decrying the demonetization 
of silver, we must decry the ingenuity 
of the human mind in bringing forth 
eo many inventions that have cheap­ 
ened the cost of everything except la­ 
bor. It is difficult to comprehend the 
full force of these inventions—to real­ 
ize what it means to double and quad­ 
ruple and sextuple the productive pow­ 
ers of every worker by means of mod­ 
em inventions. A readjustment of all 
business affairs becomes inevitable. 
We have been passing through this 
period for the last fifteen or twenty 
years, and have not yet fully adjusted 
business to these new conditions. The 
farmer has seen his property depreciate 
in value, and attributes it to the gold 
standard, but in his case, as in others, 
new forces beyond the control of gold 
or silver have come into play. 
The 
manufacturer has had to mark down 
his plant, for new factories in the coun­ 
try would sell for even one-half of the 
total investment put in them. 
Free 
silver could not have prevented this, 
because it could not have prevented 
new inventions and new processes and 
new railroads that opened up the great 
I western prairies. Think of these things 
before you cast your vote in favor of 
depreciating the currency and adding 
to the embarrassments which you have 
already experienced.

chartered in 1834, and it has success­ 
fully withstood many periods of busi­ 
ness depression. It was organized for 
the purpose of being, and it continues 
to be, the depository of poor but thrif­ 
ty people, and for that reason it ac­ 
cepts deposits as small as one dollar, 
though the account does not draw' inter­ 
est until it amounts to five dollars. It 
will receive deposits no larger than 
$500, and no account is permitted to ex­ 
ceed the sum of $3,000. The report of 
this bank has just been 
published, 
from which it appears that it has 113,- 
459 depositors, to which is due the 
sum of $56,854,596.88, making an aver­ 
age to each of about $500. 
According to boy oratory all these 
depositors are “pirates and bloodsuck­ 
ers” if they are not willing to have the 
value of their small savings cut in two 
for the benefit of Silver mine owners. 
But boy oratory is sound when it as­ 
serts that the fight is the fight of the 
masses 
against the 
classes.

banks, those who have their lives in­ 
sured, and 
those who are interested 
in building and loan associations have 
every reason to be fighting the silver
